The Gaelic movement in Ireland gets a set-back as a result 


. of a speech made in the Irish senate at Dublin by William But- 
ler Yates, the poet. He spoke against a bill to make railway 
companies print their tickets and timetables in the old Irish' 
tongue. 


"I have tried to learn Gaelic, but failed," he explained. . 


am not able to learn any language except English, I am sorry 
to say." 


Mr. Yeats' sorrow is racial and political rather than literary. 


It was hardly necessary for him to explain that he had found 
English guite sufficient for his purposes, and that it was the 
best available language for an Irish poet, it was the best avail- 
able language for other Irish purposes. 


Gaelic was a good language. It grew, flourished and died. 


Languages evolve and disappear as species do. 
They go 


through a competitive struggle in which the principal of "sur- 
vival of the fittest" probably operates as surely as it does in or-f 
ganic life. When they are gone, they are gone. It is not on rec- 
ord that any effort to restore to life an extinct language has 
ever succeeded. Scholars may: learn it, but populations do not. 


Many good friends of Ireland agree with the Irish poet; and 


v/onder why anyone should try so hard to go against the cur- 
rent instead of using time and energy to better advantage. The 
Irish people have never shown any lack of ability to compete 
with the English in the use of the English language. 


Schoolyard Equipment 


Complaint is made that in New York state 85, per cent of 


the rural schools, 8400 in all, there is no play equipment what- 
ever, not so much as a "cracked baseball bat." 


Collier's Weekly replies, truly enough, that the situation is 


not necessarily serious, because it doesn't mean that the boys 
in those rural schools don't play ball. "'Most of the big league 
players come from such schools," says Colliers. The boys have 
a knack of earning money and earning their own balls, bats 
and gloves. 


At the same time it would be a blessing to thousands of 


- schools everywhere if a little more consderarion were given to 


playground equipment. The boys and girls can, and do, find 


' entertaining games to play without any equipment at all, but 
; they would get along much better with a little help. Consider- 


ing the importance of play in the development of children, and 
the vast sums spent on buildings, books and i'ndoor instruction 
it seems odd that so many communities never think of invest- 
ing a few dollars in facilities for wholesome sports in the school1 
grounds.

Flame and gases immediately filled 


the gun compartment, passed through 
the safety doors above the shell table 
to the other two gun compartments 
and through the peep-doors to the tur- 
ret officers' booth. Deaths occurred as 
the result of asphyxiation. 


"The court was of the opinion that 


the premature firing of the left gun on 
the third salvo was due to 'foul bore" 
consequent to insufficient air pressure 
and guns not being properly cleaned of 
gas before loading."

Since the war 


between the North and South he haa 


I been elected to office 14 times, as the 


I candidate of three different-parties— 


the Republican, the Greenback and the 
Democratic. At present he is a Demo- 


' crat. 


His political career started when he 


was 25 years old. He was then elected 
on the Republican ticket as a probate 
judge in Williams county, Ohio. The 
Civil "War broke out soon afterwards, 
find Gen. Sherwood enlisted in the 14th 
Infantry of Ohio. He fougrht in 40 bat- 
ties, was under fire for 123 da,ys, was 
complimented many times for conduct 
and was made a brigadier general by 
PresiAsnt Lincoln for 
"g-aHant 
and 


meritorious services" at the battle of 
Resaca. Franklin. Tenn. 


four yeara after he was mustered 


out of the service he wag elected gec- 
rotary of arate in Ohio on the Repub- 
llean ticket. In 1873 he was a candl- 
date on the Republican ticket for rep- 
resentative from the 6th Ohio district. 
Elected, he served until 3875, when the 
Republican party failed to renomlnate 
him. 
He then moved to Toledo, where 


he Joined the Greenback party and wa_sf 
elected a probate judge.

Greenbackers lost their power he'went 
over to the Democrat* and waa re- 
elected to his judgeshlp on their tick- 
et. 


Sherwood suffered hia first political 


defeat when he ran on the Democratic 
ticket for Congress. Hia attack on Mc-

tion, in 1908 he ran again for Con- 
gresa on the Demo'cratlc ticket In .. 
district that was strongly Republlcam 
and he was elected by a small major- 
ity.- Since then he haa been a familiar 
figure In the House.

posed by the best men put up by the 
Republicans, Sherwood has 
usually 


come through: with flying colors. Even 
after President Wilson had publicly 
rebuked him In 1916, Sherwood 
re- 


ceived a plurality of..13.000.

these days.. . 


"Unless the world gets over its mad 


search for oil there are going to be 
•some radical changes on this planet." 


These are some of the startling pre- 


dictions made by Prof. David Todd of 
Amherst. College, professor of astron- 
omy, 
internationally known scientist, 


and author of a half-dozen books and 
innumerable articles. Prof. Todd is 
spending th'e__summer at the estate of 
P. M. Sharpies, near Westchester. 


Prof. Todd's observations are not 


based on any Sodorri and 
Gomorrah 


dea of divine^.vengeance, but are, as 
he points out, the result of cold scien- 
iflc reasoning. 
New Tork city, he says, is as likely 


a sita for the next earthquake as any 
n the United States. This Is because 


the geological formation of the land 


jeneath it. 
Earthquakes almost in- 


nrlably come at a point where two 
trata or layers beneath the surface 
f the ground come together. 
When 


Trifle pressure comes on this point it 


is inevitable that it should c rack. 


According to Prof. Todd. It'has been 


ascertained that just such an under- 
ground joint lies beneath Manhattan 
island. 
The pressure 
which will 


eventually force this joint apart 
and 


cause an earthquake is caused by the 
thousands and thousands of tons which 
are being heaped onto the Island in 
the shape of huge buildings and still 
larger foundations. 


He predicts that when the earth- 


q.uake finally comes the 
destruction 


which will follow will be .far greater 
and more terrible than that which fol- 
lowed^-the Japanese upheaval of last 
summer. 


Prof. Todd is also pessimistic over 


the consequences of the "oil madness" 
which is gripping the world at 
the 


present time. 


"Did you ever -see a 'driller strike 


oil?" he asked. "If you have you will 
get some Idea'of the tremendous pres- 
sure which is locked up in the ground 
beneath us. It Is this pressure which 


holds tfce world In shape. And with' 
countless hundreds of oil wells tapping 
this pressure In every part or the 
globe, what will .be the result I dare 
not predict." 


Scientists have spent 
considerable 


time guessing at the result'of this mad 
tapping: of the power which lies be- 
neath TIB. 
Some have predicted that 


eventually there will be a huge col- 
l&pse of the earth's surface more de- 
structive than any earthquake 
the 


world has ever known. Others believe 
that the final outcome will be a change 
In the climate of the earth. 


"When geologists are aaked as to the 


outcome, they seldom commit 
tb'em- 


selves. 


"What happens when a. 'chair Is 


pulled out from under you?" they ask.
